ifont Heart It If Yon Are Not: Prepared 


to Believe It. 


We.give every one fair warning that 


this is a fish story. More than that, it 
is a story of a fish with legs. Now, all 
nrho are not .prepared to believe may 
stop right here, for this is a true story, 
and to doubt itwonld be to question the 
veracity of one of Ellsworth's best citi- 
zens, a man held high in the esteem of 
his fellows, and whose word is good. 
This is the story as he told it to the re- 
porter: 


Some yenra ago he was employed in 


lumbering on the west branch of the 
Penobscot. His camp was at North 
Twin lake. In camp with him was a 
man who declared he had caught trout 
with legs. Of course he was laughed at, 
but bided his time to prove his story. 
One 'Sunday he proposed to the Ells- 
worth man a fishing trip. It was a ten 
mile tramp across country to the p_ond 
ho wished to visit, but that was consid- 
ered but a short jaunt to these woods- 
men experienced in the use of snowshoea 


The trip was made, and in~the course 


of a few hours' fishing a dozen or more 
trout were caught. As the Ellsworth 
man stooped to piok up his fish he no- 
ticed something peculiar about one of 
them that was breathing his last. In 
unison with the opening aijfl tho closing 
of the gills something having the ap- 
pearance of legs was stretched out from 
the fish's body. He called to his compan- 
ion to see what manner of fish he had 
caught, but that individual cnlmlr re- 
marked: "Oh, that's cue of those trout 
with legs I \vaa telling you libout. 
they're all that way in this pond. " 
i. Examination proved this to be the 
fact. Each fish wis supplied with six 
legs—three on each side—which folded 
so closely to the body as to bo hardly 
noticeable except on close inspection. 
But they were legs euro enough. The 
pond where these remarkable fish were 
caught is situated on Saddleback moun- 
tain. It is a small pond, covering only 
about 20 acres, and has neither inlet 
nor outlet. It is siiid that there is a 
similar pond on Mount Kutnbdin where 
the six legged trout aro caught. The 
fish caught by tho Ellsworth man woro 
exhibited at Baugor. Ho will not say 
that the trout may still bo caugbt. Pos- 
sibly they have taken to the land.and 
walked off.—Ellsworth (Me.) Ameri- 
can.

The Only Way. 


Mr. William Spark in his "Musical 


Memoirs" tolls a story of tlio f among 
Wesley which wi:s related1 to-him by 
Mr. Bishop, the London, organ builder. 
Wesley was a great extemporaneous 
fugue player, and on the occasion to 
which Mr. Bishop referred had been 
asked to show off a new organ by play- 
ing n voluntary at the afternoon service 
previous to the reading of the first les- 
son. Before going to the organ he asked 
the vicar, vrho was au amateur organ- 
ist, how long the voluntary should last. 


"Oh," replied the vicar, "please 


yourself, Air. Wesley. Say fivo or ten 
minutes,' but we should like to hear, as 
much of the different stops us you can 
oblige us with." 


When the time came, after a few pre- 


liminary chords, Wesley started a fugal 
subject, which he worked out in a mas- 
terly way in about a quarter of an hour, 
:md tho yicar was about to commence 
reading tho lesson when the inexhausti- 
ble organist started a second subject, 
and this ho developed in the same ab- 
struse, elaborate manner as tho first. 


The congregation nt the end of half 


an hour began to show signs of weari- 
ness. The vicar beckoned to Mr. Bish- 
op and begged him to stop the too prolix 
organist. 


"Oh, " replied the organ builder, "I 


can soon sjtop him if you give mo au- 
thority and will tnko the consequences." 


Ho approached tho organ blower, and 


holding up half a crown ho said hur- 
riedly: " C'pme raid tnko this. I mn just 
going." 


The blower pumped tho bellows full 


and made for tho half crown. Bishop 
detained him uulil (he wind went out 
with u suck and n grunt, and poor, Wes- 
ley was left high and dry in the middle 
of his double fugue. 


A. New Antiseptic. 


We are willing to admit that the 


Japanese can give us points on various 
industries and mechanical arts, but we 
have scarcely boon prepared for the an- 
nouncement that they are ahead of us 
in certain points in surgery. Antiseptic 
dressings ore .among the absolutely nec- 
essary surgical appliances. 
There is 


more or lr,«< difficulty in preparing 
them, and ti t-y are for the most part 
expensive, and many of them aro not at 
all satisfactory. 
During the war Jap- 


anese surgeons used the ashes of rice- 
straw as a dressing for wounds, and 
met with most remarkable success. Tho 
wound was cleaned, the ashes applied 
freely, then sublimate gauze or linen 
was used as a wrapping. These ashes 
are said to be n perfect antiseptic, and 
owe these qualities to the presence of 
potassium carbonate. English and Amer- 
ican surgeons are trying this dressing, 
and if it is as successful in their hands 
as iin the Japanese, it certainly is a 
wonderful stride in antiseptic surgery, 
and ia unquestionably the cheapest 
dressing that has ever been prepared.—' 
New York Ledger.

He need not 
be a professor of German or French or 
Spanish or Italian, but he should be 
ftblo to speak and write intelligently 
the language of: the country to which

Just before hi* 
death a few years ago Jay Gould tit- 
tempted to buy the letter for $25, but it 
had been sold tho day before. Not long 
ago, however, tho letter came back into 
tho possession of the curio dealer, and a 
few days ago he sent his young son 
around to George Gould's office with it, 
instructing him to offer it for sale for 
$26, the price the senior Gould had of- 
fered to pay. 


George Gould was pleased with the 


old, worn and yellow letter. He rend it 
and then laughingly said: 


1 'I declare, that's funny. My father 


wrote that." However, he refused' to 
give more than $5 for it, which offer the 
curio dealer refused. 


After 42 years the letter is us plain us 


the day it was written. But the paper, 
a full sized letter sheet, written on both 
sides, is worn at the edges. Tlio htuid- 
writing ia plain and flowing, with a, de- 
cided tendency to flourish. Two words 
are misspelled—barometrical and dam- 
age, which are written "bennotricul" 
and "dammago." 


But queerest of all is the length of 


the epistle. Jay Gould was noted for 
the brevity of his business letters. Three 
lines of ten sufficed him, wheuhis wealth 
was nearly $100,000,000, to transact 
business involving millions. But as a 
poor surveyor he needed plenty of verbi- 
age to get around the loan of a $90 
level.—New York Letter.

CONSCRIPTION IN FRANCE. 


*h* Frmah Army Is O» at th* Greatest 


of Modern Times. 


"Every Frenchman owes service to 


the state in return for the protection it 
affords Ma person, his rights and his 
properly." This principle ia the foun- 
dation of the military administration of 
the French, whose army is> one of the 
greatest of modern times, and whose 
military discipline is said to approach 
as near to perfection as is considered 
possible hi so great an organization. 


Formerly the period of active military 


service was five years, but recently the 
chamber passed a bill reducing it to 
three, at the same time lengthening the 
periods spent with the various stages of 
the reserve force. As in Germany, it iu 
possible to get a reduction of this term 
provided the young man can produce 
proof of a certain standard of education. 


The degree of bachelier, the certifi- 


cate d'etude or the passing of a special 
examination set for the purpose enables, 
though it does not entitle, the recruit to 
get his period of service reduced to one 
year. This commutation is only granted 
where there is sufficient ground for be- 
lieving the men are adequately trained 
and up to the required standard. 


Once out of the active army, the men 


pass into the reserve'f or six years, where 
they undergo a short annual period of 
training until thoroughly efficient sol- 
diers. The next six years are spent with 
the reserve, after which they are drafted 
into the territorial army, or third line 
of defense, for another six years, fre- 
quently rising in rank to the position of 
lieutenant, but not higher. Thence they 
are put on the reserve territorial list. 


This system gives Franco a peace army 


of over 600, OOQ, which in time of war 
can be augmented to 3,600,000 men, or 
even more. 


Partly as a result of the republican 


nature of the Frenchman, and the ad- 
ministrative government, there is hardly 
ever a trace of class feeling in the rank. 
Tho man of good blood receives no bet- 
ter and no worse treatment at the hands 
of hia fellows and his superior officers 
than does the recruited farmhand, and 
rich and poor share equally and good 
naturedly tlie pleasant duties and the 
dirty work. 


Of course there as everywhere a well 


lined parse is a passport to a certain de- 
gree cf comfort and exemption from the 
distasteful, but the unfortunate indi- 
vidual who is foolish enough to give 
demonstration of too much love for 
clean fingers and whiteness of skin will 
find that money will not buy him free 
of the jobs he tries to steer clear of, 
and that the orderly will take a delight 
in putting him on to all the dirty work 
ho can .find—and seeing that he does 
it.—New York Mercury.

For nn Old One. 


It is not very often that such a seem- 


ingly philanthropic offer is made by one 
business man to another as that told of 
by a partner in an old bullion house to 
a reporter. 


"Not long ago, "ho said, "a dealer 


in gold and silver heard that one floor 
of a building which had not been occu- 
pied for some time was to bo rented, 
but that the prospective tenant had in- 
sisted that a new floor be laid before he 
take possession, as the old one had be- 
come very much worn. The bullion 
dealer knew that the previous occupant 
had been a manufacturer of jewelry and 
had been in business in the place for 
many years. He promptly visited the 
owner of the property and told him that 
he would put in a new floor of the best 
wood for nothing. The owner made a 
few iiiquiw.es, but the dealer said very 
little in reply, except that he thought 
he would manage to scrape a good deal 
of gold and silver dust from off the 
floor. His offer was accepted. The wood 
for the new floor and 'the labor for lay- 
ing it cost about $200. 


"The old flooring was burned and 


the ashes put through a course of re- 
duction. The result was that the bullion 
dealer obtained nearly $500 for the gold 
and silver which were brought out, or a 
profit of about 100 per cent on the oper- 
ation. 


"Every manufacturer of jewelry or 


worker in the precious motals calculates 
that he will lose about $800 iu 'satu- 
rating'new quarters of the usual loft 
size. The gold aad silver dust penetrates 
the pores of the wood and small parti- 
cles are ground into the floor. After 
just HO much is lost in this way the 
waste ceases arid all dust that falls to 
the floor or udheres. to the wall may be 
(•swept up or off and euvod.
